Panel asks wider

WASHINGTON (NC) — A committee of the U.S. 
bishops has recommended that more Church ministries, 
‘‘berhaps including the diaconate,’’ be opened to women. 
Their call for ‘“‘review’’ of the Vatican’s 1976 declaration 
stating that women cannot be ordained priests came less 
than two weeks after Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect 
of the Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
reaffirmed the Church’s teaching that only men are called 
to the priesthood. 


The committee said that ‘‘a sexist attitude...is 
pervasive among members of the Church and _ its 
leadership’’ and asked, ‘‘Does the hierarchical nature of 
the church necessarily have to be patriarchal?”’ 


THE OBSERVATIONS CAME in a 13-page report, 
released by the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
last week, on the last three sessions of a dialogue between 
the Women’s Ordination Conference and the Bishops’ 
Committee on Women in Society and the Church of the 
NCCB. : 


Following six meetings with the Women’s Ordination 
Conference, the bishops’ committee said it was exploring 
ways to expand its dialogue to include more bishops and 
other women’s groups besides the WOC. It also 
recommended that ‘‘Christians at all levels engage in an

role for women 


on-going dialogue, a reflection on the issue of justice and 
equality for women.” 


‘Let the focus be women as persons and the gifts which 
they can bring to the ministry and pastoral needs of the 
Church,”’ the committee said. ‘‘We believe such dialogue 
will reveal the existence of sexist attitudes. Granted the 
traditional teaching excluding women from priestly 
ordination, there are significant levels of the Church’s 
ministry which could be opened up to women, perhaps 
including the diaconate.”’ i

LA JOLLA — The parishioners at Mary, Star of the 
Sea Church are in the enviable position of having all of 
their growing pains behind them. Established in 1906, 
Mary, Star of the Sea is the tenth-oldest in the diocese, 
predated only by the five missions, St. Joseph Cathedral 
and three other parishes. 

With solid foundations (the parish celebrated its 75th 
anniversary last year) and a beautiful, completely 
(church, rectory, social hall, convent and parochial 
school) paid-for physical plant, one would think that the 
parish has no more challenges to meet or no new ways to 
grow. 

-BUT THE parishioners and their pastor, Msgr. James 
M. Gilfillan, have translated their faith, their energy and 
their resources into a parish that is ‘‘mature,”’ and which 
also sets its goals and provides services for all of its people. 
from infants to seniors. 

‘*A parish is more than just its buildings.”’ noted Msgr. 
Gilfillan. ‘‘It is called to be the family of God born in 
baptism and bonded in Christ, a community of people 


caring and supporting each other, responding to Jesus’ * 


command to love.”’ 
That concept of ‘‘family” carries through to every 
aspect of parish life at Mary, Star, including special 


family Masses which tie parish families and the families of 


its non-parishioner parochial school students, its active 
youth ministry program (coordinated with neighboring 
All Hallows parish), a senior center and even a Spanish 
Mass and sacraments for its relatively few Hispanic 
parishioners.

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Corpus Christi sub gets 
its name changed...sort of 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President Reagan has 
ordered that the name of the nuclear attack submarine 


Corpus Christi be changed to the City of Corpus Christi. 


Three hunger fasters, one of whom was in critical 
condition, ended their fast on its 64th day April 28, the 
same day the White House and Department of Defense 
confirmed the name change. Mitch Snyder, who had 
fasted on water only, and was losing his eyesight, and 
Mary Ellen Hombs and Carolyn Fennelly, who also had 
fasted. but had taken juices for some nourishment,’ had 
protested calling the submarine by a name which means 
““body of Christ’’ in Latin. The three are members of the 
Community for Creative Non-Violence, in Washington. 


THE REAGAN announcement ended a year-long 
dispute in which Church and religious groups and 
members of Congress complained about using a 
designation for Christ as the name for an instrument of 
war. 


In November, at their annual meeting, the U.S. 
Catholic bishops voted to support efforts to change the 
name and in a letter to Navy Secretary John Lehman, 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, 
president of the bishops’ conference, said that calling the 
submarine the Corpus Christi was in many people’s eyes 
‘‘very nearly sacrilegious.”’ 


But Lehman refused to change the name of the 
submarine, launched last year, and noted that other ships 
in Navy history also have been named after the city of 
Corpus Christi, Texas. He also said that as a Catholic he 
found unacceptable the implication “‘that naval ships and 
even military service are somehow profane.’’ 


SOME MEMBERS of the House of Representatives 
also opposed the name and on April 21 introduced a 
resolution which urged that the name:‘‘Corpus @hristi’’ 
be dropped from the nuclear submarine and instead be 
given to a non-lethal naval vessel, such as a hospital ship: 
By April 27, according to a CCNV spokesman, -justin 
Brown, the resolution had gained 15 sponsors. In 
December, 24 congressmen sent a letter to Lehman 
requesting the name change. 


Ms. Fennelly said Reagan’s announcement left the 
CCNV members “‘joyful.’’ While they would have been 
happier if the name had been changed to something which 
drops the reference to ‘‘Corpus Christi’’ entirely, the 
group considers the president’s action extremely 
important, she said. It is significant, she said, because the 
name change reflects the fact ‘‘that the holy name of Jesus 
Christ and nuclear weapons are incompatible.”’

Reaching out 


In the spirit of poverty 


One thing which sometimes seems sadly 
lacking in the witness offered by Christians 
here is the spirit of poverty. The very 
affluence which encompasses this nation — 
even in a recession — seems to afflict those 
whose promises, vows or vocation call for 
poverty, or at least some semblance of it. 

Not so with missionaries. They live and 
work among people who are far from 
affluent, far from supermarkets and far 
from the insidious influence of Hollywood’s 
artificial standard of living. They live among 
their people, like their people most of the 
time, with an identity of life style which 
does not set them apart from those whose 
souls are in their care. 

It is not easy to trim one’s standard of 
living to that of the poorest around you. Not 
if you have lived reasonably comfortably. In 
the latest book on Mother Teresa and her 
Sisters and Brothers of Charity, called ‘‘The 
Miracle of Love’’ we are once again edified 
by the standard she sets over poverty. The 
book is inspiring, and author Kathryn Spink 
has done justice to her subject. It is worth 
repeating here Mother Teresa’s views on 
fund raising and the needs of the Sisters. 

“The spirit of poverty so fundamental to 
the Order of the Missionaries of Charity,’”’ 
writes Kathryn Spink, ‘‘is in itself not only a 
means of identification with those whom 
they serve but also an expression of faith in 
Divine Providence. For this reason Mother

Her decisive and clear view on finances is

He provides 
the means. If he does not give us the means 
that shows he does not want the work, so 
why worry?” 

Mother Teresa and God have an 
understanding about money. We, surely, 
have the honor and privilege to be God’s 
agents in this matter.

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70,000-plus pay last farewell to Cardinal Cody 


CHICAGO (NC) — Only four months 
after joining Cardinal John Cody of 
Chicago in thanking God for his 50 years 
in the priesthood, many of the same 
family, friends and faithful — plus 
thousands of others — gathered April 29 
to bid him ‘‘a Christian farewell.’’ 


The Mass of Christian Burial, 
concelebrated at Holy Name Cathedral, 
was attended by hundreds of priests, nine 
cardinals, scores of bishops, civic 
dignitaries, ecumenical leaders, and 
Religious and lay people. Principal 
celebrant was Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic delegate in the United States. 


OTHERS FOLLOWED the services 
for Cardinal Cody, who died April 25, via 
the loudspeakers placed outside the 
purple-draped cathedral or in their homes 
where they could see the rites on four local 
television channels. 

An estimated 70,000 had already paid 
their last respects while the cardinal’s 
body lay in state at the cathedral April 
27-28. 

In the homily, Father John J. Fahey, 
one of the archdiocese’s 12 urban vicars, 


~ who also preached at the cardinal’s 50th 


anniversary Mass in December, recalled: 
“‘On that day we dared to hope against 
hope that God would give him years of 


“GOD DID NOT give him what we 
asked,’’ he said, ‘‘and there is a measure 
of sadness here today.”’ 


But since the coming of Jesus, Father 
Fahey said, death has a different meaning 
for Christians. 


“‘Jesus told us, if we would love and 
serve God, when death came it wasn’t 
going to be the grim reaper but an angel, 
not a blind alley but a gate to the Divine 
Father. Death was, for him, that gate.”’ 


IN HIS LAST will and testament 
Cardinal Cody left his estate to the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago 
“‘to be used for the care and support of 
aged priests and infirm priests.’’ - 


The archdiocesan board of consultors 
elected Father John R. Keating, 48, as 
administrator of the archdiocese. Father 


Keating will serve in that capacity until a 


new archbishop is appointed by Pope 
John Paul II. 


Father Keating, an associate pastor in 
La Grange Park, Ill., said that his role 
would be that of a caretaker, to ‘‘simply 
look after the day-to-day operations of the 
archdiocese — not to make any notable 
changes.” 


Back-country rural Catholics 
to have another Sunday Mass 


POTRERO — For the first time in 
more than 50 years, says Father John 
Nesbitt, pastor of St. Mary Magdalene 
parish based in Jacumba, Catholics here 
and in nearby Tecate won’t have to travel 
miles of back-country roads to get to Mass 
on Sundays. 


Father Nesbitt currently offers five 
weekend Masses throughout his parish, 
which covers the remote, rural south- 
eastern corner of San Diego County north 
of the Mexican border and west of 
Imperial County. 

HE STARTS on Friday afternoons 
with Mass at the Campo Indian Reser- 
vation. He then celebrates two Saturday 
evening Masses and two Sunday morning 
Masses, one each at the parish base in 
Jacumba (St. Mary Magdalene), the 
other more than 20 miles away along the 
twisting Highway 94 in Campo (St. 
Adelaide). 

But he’s planning to add a sixth Mass 
by the middle of June, thanks to the 
generosity of two parishioners here, Leo 
and Vera Lavin, who operate a restaurant 
and general store by the side of the 
highway. 

The Lavins are donating and 
refinishing a small outbuilding on their 
property for use as a chapel on Sunday 
afternoons, and a Campo parishioner, 
retired Navy Lt. Commander Robert 
Hoppe has donated a portable altar.

‘*THERE ARE a lot of elderly people, 
especially, in the west end of our parish 
who are not getting to Mass on Sundays 
because of time and distance,’’ said 
Father Nesbitt, while others are making 
the much shorter trip across the border 
into Tecate, B.C., for Mass. 


The new chapel will have about 400 
square feet of floor space, which should be 
more than enough, said Leo Lavin. And 
then teasing Father Nesbitt, he remarked: 
“If we get a really big crowd, they can 
stand outside.”’

Sisters spend Lent in Chile

SAN DIEGO — St. Joseph of Caron- 
delet Sisters Mary Ellen Kowalski and 
Kathleen Corbett spend much of their 
time visiting the parish parochial schools 
and schools of religion (CCD) in the 
diocese trying to give young Catholics an 
awareness of the missions. 


So, they readily accepted the Lenten 
invitation extended them by Auxiliary 
Bishop Alejandro Jimenez-Lefeble of 
Talca, Chile, to spend five weeks in his 
diocese of just- under a_ half-million 
people, whose rural population of 330,000 
has only seven priests and nine Sisters to 
serve them. 


‘““WE WANTED to have a real mission 
experience and back up what we teach, to 
be more effective in our mission 
education,’’ said Sister Mary Ellen upon 
the Sisters’ return from Santiago, the 
Chilean capital, about four hours north of 
Talca by car. 


‘“The people we visited were poor, I 
mean really poor, verging on _ total 
poverty,’’ said Sister Kathleen. ‘‘But 
despite their poverty they shared their 
bread with us, and that was often all they 
had to eat. They are very simple, 
beautiful people.” 


The Church is very much alive in 
Chile, agreed both Sisters, ‘“‘with the 
people and for the people.’’ The faith of 
the people is simple and uncomplicated, 
added Sister Mary Ellen, ‘‘very rich, with 
a real faith in God, Jesus, the Blessed 
Mother and the saints.’’ = 


LIVING CONDITIONS in Talca, the 
Sisters noted, consist mostly of adobe 
houses with dirt floors, doors but no 
windows, no running water or 
refrigeration — conditions the priests, 
who receive about $80 a month, share 
with their parishioners. 


Because the priests can only get to 
outlying villages on a monthly basis for 
Mass,, the! ‘Church’ is ‘engaged in a 
vigorous program of developing lay 
leadership. Called ‘‘responsibles,’’ these 
people conduct paraliturgies and exert a 
responsible, civic leadership within their 


|own communities. 


Chile is almost totally Roman Catholic, 
the Sisters noted, although the Mormons 
are making some inroads. Both Sisters 
had high regard for the clergy, who, they 
said, genuinely love the people, and 
receive their love in return. 

‘““WE EXPERIENCED a church that 
is fully alive, despite the lack of so many 
material things,’’ said Sister Mary Ellen. 
““We realize now how much we have to be 
thankful for in this country. And if we

can’t help them in a material way, we can 
at least pray for their clergy, that God will 
strengthen their faith, and continue to 
bless us so that we can share what we have 
with others.’’ 


“It takes a special kind of missionary to 
live there,’’ said Sister Kathleen. ‘‘Some 
of them are there only to witness their 
love. Our mentality is that we always 
have to do something. But more than 
anything else, the people there appreciate 


- the love and the faith that the missionaries 


are sharing.”’ 


One of the Sisters’ most vivid 
memories is of a French nun now in 
Talca. She spent 27 years in India, four 
years in China (nine months of which she 
was under house arrest by the 
Communists), and is now ‘‘exiled’’ to 
Chile. ; 


NOW SUFFERING from arthritis and 
rheumatism, said Sister Mary Ellen, ‘‘she 
won’t even turn on a small heater at 
night. She is offering up her sufferings for 
the people in China,”’ 


Returning to the relative wealth and 
luxury of the United States has made both 
Sisters aware of the need to share with 
others and to pray. As Sister Mary Ellen 
noted, much is expected from those to 


whom much has been given....

Pain management 


A recent issue of St. Louis University’s ‘magazine 
Universitas carries a tantalizing article by Jesuit Father 
Edwin L. Lisson, an authority on the ethics of health care. 


Father Lisson points to a recent TV documentary which 
summed up the problem of management of pain. The 
program featured a situation in which a physician informed 
his patient that she has terminal cancer. Her immediate 
response was to move to England where heroin is legal for 
cancer patients. 


The alleviation of pain — according to Father Lisson — 
is not always the immediate concern of health facilities. In 
fairness, it must be pointed out that more and more 
hospitals are concerning themselves with the patient’s 
perception of his or her illness through the symptoms of 
pain. 


It has been said in the past that hospitals and sometimes 
doctors are concerned more with the treatment of disease 
than with the treatment of symptoms, which is surely. 
proper. However, for the patient, the symptoms are real, 
including the symptom of acute pain. __ 


Methods of treating pain are still developing. St. Louis 
University has developed a Pain Management Program, 
an interdisciplinary approach to pain that provides some 
help to patients in controlling the symptoms of their illness. 


This raises a number of ethical considerations. One 
stems from the long-standing question: Must the Christian 
simply endure physical suffering? Is there any objection to 
the medical development of pain prevention? 


Pope Pius XII answered this question in an address to 
representatives of the Ninth Italian Congress of 
Anaesthesiology. 


His Holiness said, ‘‘The patient in desiring to avoid or 
relieve pain can in good conscience use those means 
discovered by science, which are, in themselves, not 
immoral. The Christian’s duty of renunciation and inner 
purification is not an obstacle to the use of anaesthesia for 
that duty can be fulfilled in other ways.’’ 


The perplexing problem of conscience which arises is the 
use of drugs to alleviate the pain of the dying. The point at 
issue is the deprivation of consciousness. 


The Christian physician will not wish to deprive his 
patient of the possibility of preparing for death in full 
consciousness. At the same time, if the patient has received 
the last sacraments in the state of consciousness and has 
attended to the important concerns of his or her life, there 
does not seem to be objection to a medically indicated 
anaesthesia which may rob the patient of consciousness for 
a time. 

The question of the use of narcotics, hypnosis and other 
means of eliminating pain are matters for serious 
discussion among moralists, physicians and _ the 
administrators of health facilities. 

The fact that pain’ management now rates a high priority 
in the treatment of the ill is an encouraging sign.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican will send 200 of its art 
works, including the painting St. Jerome, by Leonardo Da Vinci, 
to the United States next year for a 12-month tour in three cities. 


The exhibition, ‘‘The Vatican Collections — The Papacy and 
Art,’ includes works ranging from Egyptian and Greek antiqui- 
ty to the 20th century and will mark the first time the Vatican has 
allowed a large collection of its works to be loaned to museums 
abroad. 


- THE EXHIBITION is scheduled to open Feb. 26, 1983, at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York, move to the Art 
Institute of Chicago on July 24, and make its final stop at the 
Fine Arts Museum of San Francisco from Nov. 19, 1983, to Feb. 
19, 1984. 


‘These works of art will have a contribution to make to the 
men and women of our day,’’ said Pope John Paul II. ‘‘They 
will speak of history, of the human condition in its universal 
challenge and of the endeavors of the human spirit to attain the 
beauty to which it is attracted,’’ he added. ‘‘And, yes,’ these 
works of art will speak of God, because they speak of man created 
in the image and likeness of God, and in so many ways they will 
turn our attention to God Himself.”’ 


U.S.-born Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, pro-president of the 
Pontifical Commission for Vatican City State, described the ex- 
hibition as an extension of the pope’s worldwide travels and said 
popes throughout history have considered the Vatican art collec- 
tion ‘‘an instrument for spreading the Christian message.’’ 


‘“*THE EXHIBITION, without precedent in the history of 
the Vatican, will enable visitors not only to admire a selection of 
famous works of art collected by the popes, but also to unders- 
tand the significance of their presence in the Vatican,’’ said 
Carlo Pietrangeli, director general of Pontifical Monuments, 
Museums and Galleries. 

“It stresses the contribution of the papacy toward saying for 


future generations such historical and artistic testimony of 
human and spiritual values,’’ Pietrangeli added.

Telling it in your own words 


Every so often a speaker will be approached by a 
grateful listener after a talk on some scriptural theme. ‘‘It 
is not that you really said anything I had not heard before, 
but you said it differently so that it seems new.’’ The 
speaker will probably respond with a heartfelt, ‘“Thank 
God.”’ 

Spiritual apathy, the “‘heard-it-all before — just the 
same old thing”’ response is the bane of any homilist or 
spiritual commentator. There are only so many ways the 
Gospel story and its implications for us can be presented 
and still remain orthodox; making it ‘‘seem new’’ despite 
the inevitable repetition is not the easiest task. 


THAT IS WHY we go on retreats or invite guest 
speakers for days of spiritual renewal from time to time, 
or seek out a “‘special’’ preacher — at least one who 
seems special to us. It is not that they will have much that 
is new to say, but that they will say it differently and 
perhaps awaken us to new insights. 


Each person has his own way of looking at things and of 
expressing himself, and so they imbue their words with a 
uniqueness and a character that is a reflection of their own 
personality. When that way is different from our habitual 
understanding, it may seem like a revelation. Certainly, if 
we find it attractive, it will stimulate us to think more 
deeply and differently than before. 


Ins and Outs

In those dim and distant days before Vatican II there 
were the quiet retreats, consisting of conferences 
(sermons), selected religious exercises held in common, 
with heavy doses of private prayer and meditation. There 
was a rigid format that itself was seen as religious, though 
it may not have been. 


With the varieties of expression licensed by Vatican II, 
or allegedly so, the retreat movement made all sorts of 
experiments. Some were no more than gripe sessions — 
these were more ventilation of anger, hostility, 
frustration, even if they were labelled ‘‘group dynamics,”’ 


' “sensitivity sessions.’’ 


WHEN EASTERN: mysticism became popular, Zen 
retreats evolved, and even yoga exercises, in which the 
participants had to assume the lotus position before they 
could be free enough to discover their true spiritual selves. 
It’s surprising that no one has ever introduced Kung Fu 
spiritual exercises, although listening to some of the 
conferences in the above varieties, a participant could 
have been prompted to defend self from the psychological 
and emotional assaults of the director. 


Famous among these experiments were the small group 
retreats. In these, after a set of challenges, often vague 
and general, made by the director, the retreatants moved 
into smaller groups to discuss and discover meanings 
where there were probably none. 


Now comes a recent development — the retreat for 
‘‘burn-outs.’’ Burn-out has become one of those media- 
created diseases, like bad breath or underarm odor. If 
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Perhaps that is why God needs all of us to work in 
cooperation with Him in spreading the good news of 
redemption. Each of us has something unique to offer. 
Each of us has a very individual approach and 
appreciation of the meaning of belief. And God has need 
of that. 


LAY PEOPLE are often hesitant to take up the 
challenge of sharing their thoughts or experiences because 
they feel someone else could ‘‘say it much better.’’ But 
better is an ambiguous judgment. Someone else may speak 
more eloquently, more confidently, with greater 
erudition, but that would not necessarily make for a better 
communication than an honest, heartfelt self-expression 
— however halting or shy. 


Every Christian who lives his faith is called to share it, 
to witness to it wherever and whenever possible. Whoever 
we are, our uniquely individual expression of our faith 
may be just what is needed to touch some chord in 
another person — awaken some ‘“‘revelation’’. 


When we take the time to speak of the way of Christ in 
our lives and our perception of God’s guidance and care, 
whether from the rostrum or in small informal groups, 


All burned-out 


you’re not aware you have it, you probably do. 


BURN-OUT, ALLEGEDLY endemic to 
professionals, is really for everyone. Most all are burned 
out in our times. Just gaze around the day after 
Christmas, or after a big Friday night, or after Mother’s 
Day shopping, or the first day back after vacation. You 
will see a blank, dull, listless look on human faces which 
comes from saying, ‘‘How did I get trapped into this?”’ 
That’s burn-out. 


But to help priests and Religious who feel they may be 
burned out, the retreat in question proposes that the 
participants ask themselves these questions, asked in a 
spiritual setting, as part of a religious commitment: 

““How do I feel when I look in the mirror at myself for a 
period of three or four minutes?’’ Remember always the 
Heisenberg Principle, as one up-to-date priest always 
notes, which says that when an event is observed, the very 
observation changes the nature of the thing observed. 


CONSIDER: IF you look at your face for more than 
30 seconds, you realize you’re observing yourself, and the 
face falls apart. The wise person will say, ‘“This is ab- 
solutely silly.”’ 


“Do I consider bathing a regrettable necessity, a luxury, 
or an occasion for personal care or reverence?’’ None of 
the above. Heavens, bathing is an act of charity! It’s sur- 
prising that more priests do not preach sermons in this era 
of ‘‘social sin’’ about how each of us helps society by tak- 
ing baths regularly. Has anybody ever confessed not tak-

someone will be enriched and perhaps enlightened. We 
can be sure of that, as sure as the Holy Spirit will be 
among us, using our words and touching our minds. 


WHERE A FEW people meet regularly to share prayer 
and reflection, it is remarkable how much each will 
contribute to the spiritual awareness of the group. As they 
come to know each other and are prepared to risk 
exposing their most personal thoughts and feelings, so 
they begin to discover the living presence of Christ in each 
other and are moved to new warmth and mutual 
affection. 


Something always happens when we come together to 
contemplate Christ in the Gospels and in our lives, 
something hard to describe but nevertheless deeply felt. 
We find ourselves recalling Jesus’ words, ‘‘Wherever two 
or more are gathered in my name, I will be in their 
midst’’ and sensing a difference, a new awareness. 


We do not alter the Gospel truth when we tell it in our 
own words; we merely make it more completely our own 
and so are able to communicate it more effectively, with 
more authority and perception. We owe it to each other to 
be willing to do that. We owe it to ourselves and to Christ 
to spread His Good News as we experience it in ourselves 
and our lives. Someone may be waiting to be touched by 
our difference!

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Dubuque dispute 


Should parish pay taxes for protester?

DUBUQUE, Iowa (NC) — Archbishop James J. 
- Byrne of Dubuque and tax protester Tom Cordaro, a lay 
minister at St. Thomas Aquinas Parish in Ames, have 
clashed over whether the parish should pay the Internal 
Revenue Service Cordaro’s unpaid back income taxes. 


After a meeting between the two foundered, Cordaro 
held a five-day prayer vigil last week next to the 
archbishop’s house and other protesters picketed the 
archbishop. 


ST. THOMAS parish, the archbishop said, owes 


Cordaro a month’s salary for his services as a lay minister - 


during April. Under the Internal Revenue Service code, 
these unpaid funds are subject to taxation and the parish 
is obliged to honor the levy. 


The archbishop further stated that he had been advised 
by legal counsel that the parish church is not ‘‘the proper 
or appropriate party to litigate the merits’’ of Cordaro’s 
refusal to pay federal income taxes as a protest against the 
nuclear arms race. 


Cordaro and Father Patrick Geary, pastor at the Ames 
parish, met with Archbishop Byrne at Cordaro’s request 
to discuss the archbishop’s decision that the parish must 
honor the IRS order to garnishee his wages for $1,300 in 
back taxes. 


THE ARCHBISHOP requested confidentiality 
regarding the discussion, and when Cordaro said he could

Cordaro had been refusing to pay his federal income 
taxes since 1979, giving all but $50 of his $874-a-month 
parish salary to Loaves and Fishes Hospitality House in 
Ames, which furnishes food and shelter to the needy. 

Father Richard P. Funke, vice chancellor of the 
archdiocese, said, ‘“The archbishop is equally concerned 
about the nuclear build- Pup, but we are talking about two 
completely different issues.’ 
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‘““THE CHURCH has the obligation to support the 
right of conscience and in this has been supportive of Mr. 
Cordaro and others in their protests of the nuclear arms 
Face. = 


“‘The Church also has an obligation to support 
obedience to duly authorized authority such as the 


- government in its right of taxation for purposes of 


providing protection, order, freedom and services to its 
citizenry.”’ 


Portions of taxes go to support “‘the elderly, the needy, 
the kind of people Cordaro seems to be concerned 
about,’’ Father Funke said. ‘‘How he can withhold 100 
percent of his taxes is a real problem to me.”’ 


A LEGAL BATTLE over the right of the government 
to force a church to garnishee tax moneys in violation of a 
person’s conscience is being considered by Cordaro and 
the parish council, of which he is a member. 
Approximately $9,000 in pledges has been received to 
support his legal defense, he said. 


In an action unrelated to the controversy in Dubuque 
but occurring during it, the Catholic peace organization 
Pax Christi released a list of 135 U.S. bishops, including 
Archbishop Byrne, who have endorsed a bilateral nuclear 
arms freeze by the United States and the Soviet Union.

‘““THERE WERE a lot more young people with young 
families when I first came here,’’ said Dr. William J.

ON THE 1976 DOCUMENT from the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation, made public in January 1977, 
which reaffirmed the traditional Church exclusion of 
women from the priesthood, the committee urged a 
review ‘‘in the light of the insights of modern 
anthropology, sacramental theology, and the practice and 
experience of women ministering in our American 
culture.’?. : 

‘‘We believe,’’ it added, ‘‘that the study would result 
in illuminating the Church’s teaching from revelation and 
tradition relative to the ordination of women.”’ 


The Vatican has held that tradition not only excludes 
women from priestly ordination, but that the practice is 
‘normative’ as a matter of doctrine, not discipline, and 
therefore not subject to change. The 1976 declaration left 
the matter of the diaconate an open question subject to 
further study. 


COPIES OF THE NEW report were sent to all U.S. 
bishops by Bishop Michael F. McAuliffe of Jefferson 
City, Mo., chairman of the bishops’ committee. 


He noted that the NCCB leadership had asked his 
committee to undertake dialogue with the WOC at the 
end of 1978, with its goal being ‘‘to discover, understand 
and promote the full potential of women as persons in the 
life of the Church.”’ 


The dialogue reflects at length on ‘‘inconsistency’’ 
between Church teaching and practice on the equality of 
women, on Church language of ‘‘complementarity’’ of 
men and women frequently implying an ‘“‘inferiority’’ of 
women, and on‘ the ‘‘alienation’’? some women feel 
because of their exclusion from the most ‘‘meaningful 
levels of institutional leadership and decision-making.”’ 


BUT FROM THE report as a whole it appeared that 
the most important point in the dialogue came in 
discussions of whether the patriarchal understanding of 
Church leadership derived from Christ’s teaching or from 
the general social order surrounding early Christianity. 


“A critical study of the New Testament, using new 
methodologies, reveals a radical, egalitarian...impulse in 
the early Christian communities, notably in matters that 
pertain to ministry,’’ said the report. Women did fulfill a 
number of ministerial roles in the very early Pauline 
churches, specialized functions which either disappeared 
or were assumed into the ordained ministries. 


The dialogue’s overview, which reflected the discussion 
but not necessarily agreement by all parties, went on to 
say that scriptural language tends to be ‘“‘androcentric”’ o1 
male-oriented, but that this was reflective of Jewish o1 
Greco-Roman usage rather than Jesus’ teaching. 

“NO NEGATIVE injunctions against women can be 
found in the Gospel,”’ it said. ‘‘Rather, clear statements 
against domination in relationships prevail. In the Jesus- 


provide daily home care for one elderly woman, making 
the difference which kept her out of an institution....”’ 

The parish’s concern for its elderly is matched by its 
concern for its young people. Msgr. meets regularly as a 
matter of principle with Holy Cross Sister Maureen 
Rooney, principal of Stella Maris Academy.

‘*He’s 100 percent supportive of the school, myself and 
the faculty,’’ she noted. ‘“He brings his own viewpoint, 
but we are a total part of the parish community. We’ve 
been able to meet the educational needs of our children — 
our test scores show that — and the spiritual needs of our 
public school children by integrating our sacramental 
preparation with CCD.”’

movement, no allusion to the subordination of women is 
made.”’ 

It commented: ‘‘In keeping with this dialogue’s 
concerns, it must be noted that the understanding of 
women in the Church is based more on long-standing 
tradition than on Scripture...it is dangerous to say that 
the Church has to be patriarchal in order to be faithful to 
Jesus. To justify, theologically, both patriarchy and 
sexism as the work of God is to exclude women from the. 
Church.”’ 

In their commentary on the dialogue the WOC 
representatives said that ‘‘there were times...when the 
conversation faltered, when communication did not 
occur...there was a shift...that indicated a new openness, 
an initial understanding of what patriarchy means and 
how in fact it has excluded women.”’ 


THE DIALOGUE, said an NCCB representative, 
‘“taught us the inherent difficulty of engaging in open, 
questioning discussions about the true situation of women 
as persons in the Church...the development of mutual 
respect was a slow process, marked by serious 
disagreements and moments of painful impasse.”’ 

A WOC representative referred to the ‘‘ponderous 
weight of the institutional structures we hope to see 
transformed,’’ and said that in the dialogue ‘‘we began to 
perceive the tension some of the bishops experience 


between their personal inclinations and beliefs and the’ 


institutional roles to which they are committed.”’

commitment to its young people; their response last 


summer, he noted, when he and Msgr. Gilfillan expected 


a dip in attendance while everyone went to the beach, 
caught both by surprise. 


‘People tend to stay where they have their first 
experience of God,’’ he said. ‘‘We want to enhance that 
experience and deepen it. They’re getting a sense of 
identity as Catholic Christians, and the Church is going 
to have them and they are going to stay.”’ 


Sister Maureen agrees that the parish young people are 
deserving of special attention: ‘‘They are the future 
leaders of our community in the years to come, especially 
as you see more and more lay people getting involved. 
Our teaching has to develop them, and these are the 
impressionable years.”’ 


PARISH COUNCIL president Robert Teaff believes 
communication within the parish is the key to being 
‘‘family,’’ which is the goal of the council itself. Family 
pot-luck dinners and family Masses, he said, are 
important in bringing a total cross section of the parish 
together, something which can’t be accomplished at a 
coffee-and-donut gathering after Mass on Sundays. 


That ‘‘concrete’’ feeling of parish family is important 
at Mary, Star, said Toni Carmody, president of the altar 
society, which is the reason why ‘‘people stay and keep 
coming back.”’ 


With three-quarters of a century behind it, Mary, Star 
of the Sea parish is ‘“‘looking forward’’ to the Renew 
program-process, to be implemented on a diocesan level 
this coming fall, noted Msgr. Gilfillan. The Eucharist, he 
noted, is at the heart of the parish’s life, with a Sunday 
Holy Hour followed by benediction, and a Monday-to- 
Friday program of perpetual adoration with scheduled 
volunteers present from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


THERE WAS A marked increase at daily Mass during 
Lent because of this, he added. And to Mike McIntyre, 
part of a younger generation come of age when so many 
of the older devotions are no longer in vogue, ‘‘this makes 
sense.”’ 

And making sense is the impression one gets from 
Mary, Star of the Sea parish: sensible people of faith who 
care about each other and their faith community.

Card. Krol: the choice is 


theology, not technology

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — The mili- 
tary-industrial complex in the United 
States ‘‘is becoming an_ internal 
ageressor’’ which ‘‘threatens our national 
security through mounting national debts 
and the threat of insolvency,’’ said 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia. 


The military-industrial complex has 
‘‘mortgaged the natural/assets of future 
generations,’’ the cardinal said. 


SPEAKING TO the 867-member 
student body of a Jesuit high school which 
numbers Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig among its alumni, Cardinal Krol 
said the ‘‘dominating influence’ of the 
military-industrial complex is the reason 
“every effort must be made to shape 
public opinion and to create a climate in 
which theology and not technology would 
give direction to the course of human 
events.”’ 


‘‘Three decades into the nuclear age,”’ 
Cardinal Krol said, ‘‘our minimum 
necessary goal must still be to prevent the 
ultimate weapon from ever being used 
again.”’ 

Admitting that ‘‘no nation can be 
expected to abandon its own defense’’ 
and that ‘‘no reasonable person can insist 
on unilateral disarmament,’’ Cardinal 
Krol emphasized that it is ‘‘precisely 
because nuclear war exceeds the limits of 
the right of legitimate self-defense’ that 
‘*the Church teaches that it is a primary 
moral imperative to prevent any use of 
nuclear weapons under any condition.”’ 


‘“‘THE POSSESSION of nuclear 
weapons in our policy of deterrence 
cannot be justified in principle,’’ the 
cardinal said, ‘‘but at best can be 
tolerated. if the deterrent framework is 
used to make progress on arms limitation, 


reduction and eventual limitation.”’ 
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‘Deterrence has value only if there is a 
determination to use nuclear weaponry,”’ 
the cardinal continued. ‘‘But since the use 
is immoral, deterrence which contains an 
intention to use nuclear weaponry is also 


- immoral.”’ 


Cardinal Krol called the arms race an 
injustice to: é 

e ‘‘Citizens who must carry the 
heavy burden of taxation. The MX 
program announced is estimated to place 
a $30,000 burden on every United States 
family during the next five years;”’ 


e ‘*The nation and future 
generations,’’ through a constantly 
increasing national debt; 


e ‘*The poor’’ because the military 
budget ‘s being increased while the 
budget for welfare and education is being 
reduced. 


‘“*THE ARMS race is a treacherous 
trap,’’ Cardinal Krol concluded, ‘‘and 
all-out effort must be expended to achieve 
arms limitation and reduction — not 
unilaterally, but collectively, proceeding 
at an equal pace according to agreement, 
and backed up by authentic and workable 
safeguards. It is a moral imperative to 
prevent the use of nuclear weaponry and 
to work for a total elimination of nuclear 
armaments.”’ 


In an address earlier the same day to 
members of the junior class participating 
in a symposium on the arms race, retired 
Rear Adm. Gene R. LaRocque said, 
‘‘War is a stupid way to settle inter- 
national differences and nuclear war is 
utterly insane.”’ 


‘“‘We can cause 12,000 nuclear 
explosions in the U.S.S.R.,’’ LaRocque 
said, ‘‘and they can cause 8,000 in the 
U.S., and we’ve announced plans to 
build 17,000 more nuclear weapons.”

despite El Salvador voting 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) 
— The March elections did not end 
injustice and violence in E] Salvador, said 
Bishop Arturo Rivera Damas, apostolic 
administrator of the San Salvador 
Archdiocese. 


“The same goes on, particularly in 
rural areas,’’ he said in a homily one 
week ago Sunday. The bishop. also 
expressed concern that the Constituent 
Assembly elected in March is dominated 
by a coalition of parties opposed to 
economic and land reform measures 
launched in 1979 by the civilian-military 
government. 


SUCH REFORMS are key reasons 
cited by the Reagan administration for 
continued military aid to El Salvador. 
Coalition leaders complain the U.S. 
government and the local military are 
pressing the Assembly to appoint a 
‘‘moderate’’ president who agrees with 
the reforms. 


Bishop Rivera cited a string of violent 
events reported in the past month by the 
media. They included 23 attacks by the 
military against towns and cities and the 
killing of 72 security officers, 154 
guerrillas and 543 non-combatants. At 
the same time 300 persons were reported 
missing by the Red Cross. 


“‘The dark cloud of fear still hangs 
upon us,’’ the bishop said, adding that 
the people fear ‘‘the consequences of the 
composition of the Constituent Assembly, 
where one sector has assumed more 
power.’’ He was alluding to the 
Republican Nationalist Alliance led by 
former military intelligence officer, 
Roberto D’Abuisson, alleged by some to 
be behind the murders of four American 
churchwomen and Archbishop Oscar A. 
Romero.

Bishop Rivera, who also heads the 
Diocese of Santiago de Maria, a rural 
region plagued by violence, said many 
institutions, including the Church, have 
demanded that “‘no legislation be passed 
that will favor only certain parties or 
interest groups.”’ 


“Otherwise, the solution expected 
from the elections is once more being 
frustrated,’’ he added. 


HE PLEADED that no reforms be 
reversed ‘‘by pressure groups, but rather 
that social changes go deeper and 
further’” and be backed by effective 
legislation. 


“‘A government of only the right wing 
forces will increase polarization instead of 
improving conditions,’’ he’said. 


The Sunday after the March 28 
election the bishop said the Constituent 
Assembly should tackle ‘‘the basic roots 
of the ongoing conflict: mockery and 
frustration of past elections, the unfair 
distribution of wealth, the unpunished 
string of murders, the missing persons 
and the political prisoners, and the 
thousands displaced by war.’’ 


HE ALSO asked the guerrillas and 
their political arm, the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front, ‘‘to take the 
people’s vote as a mandate for peace, 
democracy and justice...and leave the 
ways of armed struggle and destruction.”’ 


The bishop’s warnings reflect concern 
about the campaign platform of 
D’Abuisson and his followers, who 
vigorously opposed the land reform 
program and the nationalization of 
banking and exports initiated by the 


civilian-military government. 


D’Abuisson was reported to have said 
the only help he needed from the United 
States was napalm to wipe out the 
guerrillas. He is founder of the White

GLENVIEW, Ill. — El Obispo 
Auxiliar de Chicago, Nevin W. Hayes, 
culp6é una mentalidad de ‘‘nosotros-ellos’’ 
entre varios grupos étnicos en la Iglesia 
como la causa de un relativamente 
pequefio ntimero de hispanos en el 
sacerdocio y la vida religiosa.

The infamous Hitler years have once 
again been re-created for American 
television, this time in a five-hour 
dramatization based on _ the 
autobiography of Albert Speer, the Nazi 
war criminal. Inside the Third Reich airs 
Sunday, May 9 (8-11 p.m.), and 
Monday, May 10 (9-11 p.m.), on ABC 
(KGTV, Channel 10 in San Diego, 
Yuma’s KECY, Channel 9 in the 
Imperial Valley). 

Speer was a young architect with only 
academic prospects when Hitler entrusted 
him with the task of creating the Nazi 
style’ of monumental architecture. 
Because of Hitler’s personal interest in 
the project. Speer was given direct access 
to the leader and gradually became an 
accepted member of the inner circle of 
Nazi leadership. 

APPOINTED MINISTER of 
armaments in the middle of the war, 
Speer actually increased production of 
weapons and munitions in spite of all the 
disruptions caused by Allied saturation 
bombings. His: underground factories, 
however, used slave labor furnished by 
the SS and for this crime he was convicted 
at Nuremberg and served 20 years in 
Spandau prison. 

Speer's account of the rise and fall of 
the Nazi empire and the men who ran it is 
of interest primarily because it confronts 
the question of why such an intelligent. 
well-educated individual followed such a 
leader so blindly. Speer’s self-portrait 


depicts a genial opportunist with no sense 
of politics or morality except a mistaken 
loyalty to his ‘‘friend,’’ Adolf-Hitler. 
Dutch actor Rutger Hauer does a 
convincing job in portraying Speer as a 
moral sleepwalker, the kind of person 
who when his wife protested an act of 
Nazi brutality could respond: *‘You must 
learn to turn your eyes away. In 
contrast to this coldly self-absorbed 
personality are some warm performances 
by Blythe Danner (his wife), John 
Gielgud and Maria Schell (his parents). 


CENTRAL TO the entire work is 
Derek Jacobi’s powerful portrayal of 
Hitler. Jacobi not only has Hitler’s

quality that so many described as 
‘“‘magnetic.’’ Speer certainly was under 
its spell even as Hitler raved while Berlin 
burned. 


Written and produced by E. Jack 
Neuman, directed by Marvin Chomsky, 
the dramatization intelligently abridges 
the complex events crowded into 12 years 
of Nazi rule. This period of history is 
important both as a lesson in the danger 
of absolute power and a warning of the 
human~capacity for inhumanity. More 
than most re-creations of these terrible 
times, Inside the Third Reich succeeds in 
showing the moral bankruptcy at the core 
of fascist Germany.
